Embaſly of Prieſts & Levitcs was ſent from 
Jeruſalem, to ask him 1f he were not rhe 
Chrift who was to come. But when the 
Meſjias himſelf appears, the beft Title they 
can afford him, 1s of a Fohn the Baptiſt, or

Prophets; . but no mentian at all of the 
Mefſias. O falſc and deceitful World, how 


| Erroneous art thou in thy Weights, and

; Thar theſe Judgments the World made 
of his Perfon, were ſuch, that is, Erronequs, 
our Lord ſufficiently intumated by leaving 
thein, and addreſſing himſelf ro his Diſct- 
ples with the Second Queſtion; Yos ante 
quem me eſe dicitis * But you; My Difci- 
ples, who now for: two. Years. together

| > Converſation, and ſeen the great Works I 


have done, Whom do you ſay that I am? 
Here the reſt of the Apoſtles, not knowing 
what to anſwer, (for this Doctrine, as 
St. Cyril fays, was above their reach) re- 
main d ſilent : Only Peter (whom the ſame 
Holy Father calls there the Prince of the 
Apoſtles,and Sovereign Herald of the Church) 
not of his own Invention, or induced by 
- Humane Reaſon, but illuminated in his Sozl 
by God the Father, anſwered and ſaid, Thou 
art the Chriſt, the Son of the Living God : 
that is, notby Adoption, as others, but by 
Nature, of one and the ſame Subſtance 
with thy Eternal Father. 

And now what was the Reward ( as 


S. Hilar, in St, Hilary calls it) of this ſo Noble and 
Marth.c.16. (2enerous a Confeſſion ? Firſt, He declar'd 


him Bleſſed, in _— been ſo highly fa- 
vourd by God: And then, as it follows in 
the Words of my Text, and the Sequel of 
the Goſpel, He ſaid unto him, Et ego dico 
tibi, quia Tu es Petrus : And I ſay alſo to 
thee, that Thou art Peter, (which 1s by In- 
terpretation @ Rock) and wpon this Rock I 
will build my Church, and the Gates of Hell 

ſhall not prevail againſt it. And I will give

to thee the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven ; 
And whatſoever thou ſhalt bind upon Earth, 
ſhall be bound in Heaven ; and whatſoever 
thou ſhalt looſe upon Earth, ſhall be hoſed in 
Heaven 

Had theſe beea the Words of a Chryſo- 
ftom, or ſome other fam'd Orator, in a Pa- 
negyrick of St. Peter; they might have been 
look'd upon as Hyperboles, or Exaggerati- 
ons of Rhetorick. For if they be under- 
ſtood to. mean as they ſound, never was 
fuch Honour and Dignity as this, conferr'd 
upon any of the Sons of Adam, from the 
Creation of the World. But now that the 
Eternal Word, who is Truth it (elf, has been 
pleas'd to be the Encomuaſt of. our Saint, 
and to pronounce them with His own 
- Bleſſed Mouth in ſo ſolemn. a Manner, 
our Faith 1s exempt from all ſuſpicion. of 
Hyperboles, and the Honours given to St. Pe- 
ter muſt be his'very True and Proper 
Elogium. 

" And becauſe this is what (God willing) 
I ſhall endeavour to make out-in my fol 
lowing Diſcourſe, . I ſhall divide -my Text 
and it into Two Parts. In the Firſt, I ſhall ler 
you ſee the great Honour conterr'd upon our

to him, on this occaſion, the Name of Pe- 
ter, that is, of a Rock,; Et ego dico ribs, quia 
Tu es Petrus; And I ſay to thee, that Thor 
art Peter : In the Second, That this Name 
was not only a Title of Honoxr, but ſup- 
pos'd or carried with it a real Communica- 
tion of the Dignity and Authority tmport- 
ed by it; which was to be the Rock or 
Foundation-ftore, upon which the Church 
ſhould be built, & ſuper hanc Petram oedr- 


ficabo Feclefiam meam ; And upon this Rock 


T will build my Church. That I may treat 
worthily of chews Let us implore the Aſſi- 
ſtance of the Divine Spirm, by the Intercef- 
fion of that Sarred Virgin, who was choſen 
before all ro be the Morher of him, whom 
St. Peter confeſſed to be the Sor of the Lt 
wing God.

ANTOny wenot then here make uſe of 
thoſe words, (and with far greater adyan- 
tage tO our Saint) with which Haman was 
commanded

commanded to Proclaim the Honour done 


to Mardocheus by King Afuerus, Sic bono- rarer "I 


rabitur, quemeunque votzerit Rex honorare, 
Thus ſhall the Man be honour 4 whom the 
King delighteth to hononr : For it it were a 
articular Mark of Honour to the moſt E- 
ect: Seryants and Favourites of the King 
of Glory, that himſelf was pleas'd cither 
to delign or foretel the Name, by which 
their 1 ſhould be had in Benedit- 
on through all Generations; or change that 
which had been given them, into another 
more Noble and Excellent, - with hvw 
much-- more- adyantage' do's this " H6- 
nour ſhine glorious upon the Memory of 
our Saint, on whom the Son of God was 
pleas'd x6 conter both theſe Signs of his Fa- 
vour. *Firft, - 7# wocaberis Cephas; Thou 
ſhalt be called Cephas or Peter. And then a- 
gain, Et ego dico tibi, quia tu es Petrus, I 
ſay unto thee, that thou art Peter. Sach 
Honour as this have not all the Saints. 


This (as St. Ambroſe ſays, ſpeaking of Sr. Lib. . in 
Jobn) is- a Priviledge proper to the Merits © * 


of the moſt Eminent among them, Vt a 
Deo nomen accipiant, to reteive their Name 
from God, and m a more eſpecial manner 

B 2 of 
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of the great St. Peter. And why ? but be- 
cauſe - comply'd with the condition of 
the Covenant, in the Honour he-gave to 
Chrift, in a more eminent manner than 
the reſt. | 

Two. things there were, at which the 
World was ſcandaliz'd in our Saviour a- 
bove all others. The firſt, that he had 
told them, That to obtain Eternal Life; 
they muſt eat his Fleſh and drink bis Blood, 
which they could not hear without Horroar. 
The Second, That he made himſelf the Sor 
of God, which they look'd upon as the 
orcateſt of Blaſphemics. And by whom 
was his Honour vindicated in both theſe 
Points, but by St. Peter, in the two moſt I- 
luſtrious Confeſſions he made of theſe two 

reat Myſteries of our Faith : TheEirſt, of 
- = neceſlity of the true and real eating his 
Fleſh, and drinking his Blood, for the ob- 
taining of ' Everlaſting Life. The Second, 
Of his being the True and Natural Son of 
the Living God. 

That C ſie he made of the Real 
Manducation of the Body of our Lord, was 
firſt in time, 1s manifeſtly evinc'd from the 
ſeries of the Acts of our Sayiour's Life, Re- 
corded 
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corded by the Evangcliſts. For before his 
coming into the Coaſts of Ceſarea Philippi, 
where he propos'd the Queſtion to his Di- 
ſciples, Whom do you ſay that F am? he had 
fed- five thouſand Men, befides Women 
and Children, with five Loaves and two. 
Fiſhes, which Miracle St. Chryſoffom fays, Hom. 45. in 
he purpoſely wrought before hand, by it, .# 
to prepare them to believe what he ſhould 
afterwards teach, concerning the giving 
them his own Body and Blood at his laſt' 
Supper; Propterea id prius fecit miraculum 
&c. and accordingly, ſecing the Multi- Jo. 6. 26. 
tudes follow him'trom place to place, be- 
cauſe they had eaten of the Loaves, and were 
filled, chat is, with expectation of being ſtill 
ſofcd and entertain'd by him; he took occa- 
{ion from thence to exhort them to labour 
for a much better Bread,which camedown 
from Heaven, - and which he would give 
them, wiz. His own Fleſh, which he would 

ive for the Life of the Work. At this, you: 

now, how not only the Jews ſtrove a- 
mong themſelves, ſaying, How can this Man 
give us his Fleſh to eat? but many of his 
own Diſciples alſo, were ſo ſcandahz'd, that 
they withdrew -themſelyes fronr his Com- 


pany,

-pany, and/would haye no more to do with 
a' Teacher, of. ſ0abſard a Doftrine, and 
Commander of-{© horrible a Praftice.. And 
this to, -abect they bad heard him ſay, 7he 
Fleſh profiteth nothing ; The words that 1 
ſpeak unto you, are Spirit and Life.. Rather 
' 16 was upon hearing thicſe very words, and 
- -underſtanding them to be a confirmation 
of what he had faid before, that they went 
back. and walked na more with him. And 
15. not all this an eyident Srgn, that they 


undertoad him: to. ſpeak of giving' chem 
:his very true Fleſh to cat? Oterwite, CET- 
tainly they would not have quirted him, 
nor:calld it a-hard' Saying, that he ſhould 
ſay his Fleſb was Bread, any more than they 
did, when they heard him ſay, He was a 
Vine or a Door. Nor was ita les evident 
Sign, . that our Lord-bimſeff alſo meant, : as 
heifaid;; that-is, to: give them his Fleſh to 
cat in yery deed ; how. eafie had it been 
tor him, 'and how would his Goodneſs, (that 
Googhneſs which-brought him down from 
Heaven to ſave Sinners) have moy'd him 
1n.this, as in other Occaſions it had done, 
to have bid them not to be ſcandaliz'd at 
what he had-faid of giving:them his Fleſh

tho' we underſtand not how, or in what

we have believ'd and are ſure, that thou art 
the Chriſt, the Son of the Living God, and 


- therefore canſt make good whatever thou 


haſt ſaid, as-well in this, as in all other 
things, how hard and abſurd ſoever they 
may appcarto Senſe and Reaſon. 
Thus did St. Peter give Honour and.G1o- 
ry to Chriſt, by his ſtedfaſt belief and Con- 
flion of the Truth of what he had ſaid, of 
the neceſſity of cating his Fleſh and dmnk- 
ing his/Blood in very deed, for the obrain- 
ing of Everlaſting Life: In hike manner, as 
Martha afterwards did, when being ask'd 
by our - Saviour, - if ſhe belicy'd him to be 
the wn how and the Life, the anfwered 
with-the words of St. Peter, Utique Domine. 
Tea Lord, I believe that thou art the Chriſt

St. Peter then preſently Honored by .our 
Saviour with a Beatus es Simon Batjona, 
Bleſſed art thou Simon the Son of Jonas? To 
this Theophyla# anſwers, That ' our Lord 
ſuſpended praiſmg him then (tho' he de- 
ſcry'd it) leaſt being at a-time when others 
deſerted him, it nught ſeem done out of 
deſign, and a piece of Arrifice to retain 
him with him ; but Euthymins more pro- 
bably thinks it was, becauſe he anſwer'd 
not for himſelf only, but in the name of 
all, among whom there was one fo far 
from being worthy of praiſe, that our Sa- 
viour preſently after /( Emendans - Petrum, 
ſays a learned Expoſitor) to re&tifie Peter's 
miſtake, told them, He was a Devil. 

The Second Confeſſion he made, | was that 
of my Text, when our Saviour demanding 
of the Twelve,Whom they ſaid that he was ? 
He alone anſwer'd, not in the name of the 
oſt, 0s as delivering the Faith of them all, 
(as he had, done betore, and found he had - 
been muſtaken : ) but as delivering his-own 
proper Sentiment, (a Sentiment Inſpir'd by 
a particular Revelation from God the Fa- 
ther to him alone,but to. ſerve as a.
